How to Avoid Delay in Obtaining a Charter. — Much unnecessary cor- 
respondence and delay will be avoided if the members of the bar, in forward- 
ing certificates of incorporation of ordinary business corporations (under sec. 
1105a, Va. Code Anno.) to the Corporation Commission, would bear in 
mind that three checks should be enclosed with the certificate, as follows : 

1. A check payable to the order of the treasurer of Virginia covering the 
charter fee, which is $10, unless the maximum capital exceed $50,000 (sec. 
36, p. 2215, Va. Code Anno.). This check must in all cases be certified. 

2. A check payable to the secretary of the Commonwealth, which should 
include $1.50 for his certificate of recordation plus 50 cents for each page 
of the certificate of incorporation, including not only the charter proper, but 
the acknowledgment and certificate of the judge and the order of the com- 
mission (covering one page) which is added by the commission itself. Thus 
if your certificate of incorporation, etc., is written on three pages, remem- 
ber that another page will be added by the commission, and your check 
should be for $2.00 plus the $1.50 above mentioned, making $4.50. 

3. A check payable to the State Corporation Commission of Virginia for 
$1.00 to cover the tax for affixing its seal. 

If these directions are complied with the Corporation Commission will 
promptly transmit the charter to the secretary of the Commonwealth, who 
will in turn transmit the same to the clerk of the proper court, and there 
will remain nothing to be done by the practitioner except to pay the clerk 
his fees for recording the same. 

To further facilitate the obtaining of charters every lawyer should, of 
course, follow the directions given by the commission in its circular No. 2, 
which can be had free upon request. 



Sunday Laws. — The following personal observations of Mr. A. McLeod, 
as published in the Canadian Law Review, seem to bear out the contention 
of Mr. Campbell in his article in this issue: "I live within a few miles of 
the boundary line between Manitoba and North Dakota. In the former 
there is a general cessation from the ordinary work on Sunday, in North 
Dakota, immediately across the imaginary line which separates the two 
communities, Sunday is not observed as a rest day. There is much less 
crime in Manitoba than North Dakota, and greater respect for law; the 
Dakotan laborer works seven days in the week if his employer wishes him 
to do so. The laborer is thus deprived of any opportunity for social relig- 
ious exercises; he has no time for even the common form of social inter- 
course, customary on Sunday, when it is a rest day; he is deprived of the 
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physical relaxation of one day in seven; the direct result is that the laborer, 
that is the hired laborer, is much more inclined to enter on a period of 
debauchery when the opportunity for relaxation presents itself. North 
Dakota is a prohibition state, but there is much more drunkenness, espe- 
cially among the laboring classes, than in Manitoba. The border people of 
North Dakota freely admit that non-observance of Sunday is prejudicial 
morally to "the people, but they contend that it is financially beneficial and 
support it on that ground. The Manitoba farmer is, however, more pros- 
perous than his neighbor across the boundary line. 

"I have also been able to make a similar comparison between Yukon and 
Alaska — Dawson is as quiet as Toronto on Sunday, there is no drunkenness 
and few breaches of the peace, the people actually rest on Sunday, but in 
Alaska, where Sunday work is general, there is much drunkenness and de- 
bauchery. Skagway and Dawson are striking contrasts on Sunday. I do 
not think that any resident of either Dawson or Skagway would contend 
that the Sunday law of Dawson tends to immprality, or the wide-open Sun- 
day of Skagway to morality, the contrary is too evident, even to the casual 
observer. 

"Again let me compare Winnipeg, the capital of Manitoba, with Sacra- 
mento, the capital of California. That state repealed her Sunday law, with 
the result that there is more crime in Sacramento on Sunday alone than 
there is in Winnipeg during the whole week. Sacramento is a disgraceful 
city on Sunday, part of the people are at work, the remainder spend the 
day in a go-as-you-please way, that makes Monday's police court abnor- 
mally large. The same contrast might be made between Toronto and San 
Francisco. I have taken these three illustrations, from the farming, mining, 
and commercial communities, and I offer them simply as the result of my 
personal observation of these communities, 

"On the other side, I allege that there is no city in which there is no 
Sunday observance that is more moral than any like city whose people ob- 
serve Sunday, that is to say, the worst city where Sunday is observed as a 
day of rest is a better city morally than any similar city where Sunday is 
not observed. I would be pleased to have a comparison made to refute this. 

"The community is only the individual in the gross, and the result in 
the community is obtained through the individual. The man who rests 
from toil on Sunday is better fitted for work on Monday than the man who 
does not so rest, and he gets breadth of view and moral fibre by looking at 
the world from a different viewpoint once a week. As a matter of fact, a 
large part of the people in Sunday-keeping communities spend part of Sun- 
day in the exercises of religion, and. the influence of religion on the indi- 
vidual tends to morality. It is no part of the duty of the state to enter 
the domain of conscience and maintain a religious establishment, but if as 
a matter of fact a Sunday law tends to morality, through the instrumen- 
tality of religion or otherwise, then it is the duty of the state to maintain 
a, Sunday law."
